Wallets are out of fashion now because 
easily carry in his pocket 
enough money to last him on a Journey 
from Louisville to San Francisco and back 
itbout risk of its becoming crumpled 
and torn. He can take 150 out of his 
packet and count it out without having 
to go through complicated arithmetical 
operations. This is one convenience of 
currency that Is, in part at least, metallic 
An old wallet, which belongs to a cer- 
tain Louisville collector of curios, is filled 
with abundance or paper money and does 
very well for an ohjuct lesson on the ml 
nor conveniences and Inconveniences ol 
different kinds of currency. At present 
the paper money in the wallet seems to be 
arranged in the seven pockets with refer- 
the value of the various promis 
sory notes, bonds and so on ss curios, or 
for the artistic beauty of the 
engraving. 

But in those days now gone by, but 
which the party of Messrs. Bryan and 
Watson would like to bring back, a man 
going to buy a new pair of suspenders, a 
tie and a hat would have had to dim 
to the street car laden down with 
leather package, nine Inches by four, girt 
about wilh a rubber band, 
the days before "the crime of '73 " The 
care were mule cars, and there were no 

drop nickels into. The 
ger might not have a nickel in his pocket, 
so he would undo and open his wallet 
and hand out to the conductor two Uoi 
ted States three cent shin-plasters, re 
ceiving one cent in change. At each of 
the stores he would hunt through his 
seven compartments to find pieces of 
printed paper, the face value of which 
would amount to something about the 
price of his needed suspenders, tie or hat. 
Then the clerk would give him bis change 
pieces of paper, which he would 
sort out and carefully stow away in theii 
appropriate compartments. Even tht 
three-cent bills would have to be smoothed 
out and stacked, to prevent too much 
creasing with the resulting evil of illegi 
llty. 

But these were only trifling annoyances 
in comparison. The worst of it was 
when the formal, legally worded state 
ments of promises on the faces of the 
notes began to be doubtful and the pa- 
per money gradually fell away in value, 
Supposing, for instance, that the man in 
search of new suspenders went out one 
morning in the fall of 1863 wilh a bundle 
if these engaging-looking little docu 
nents— "The state of Georgia will pay 
the bearer 25 cents at the Treasury," 
These suspenders are worth 25 cents in 
gold," says the clerk. "Georgia 8tate 
curroncy. Then it will be |3 75 a paii 
please." "But the notes were worth 10 
of gold yesterday," aaye the 
purchaser. "That was yesterday," tbt 
clerk explains. "Haven't you seen tb( 
papers this morning? A serious Confed 
erate disaster is reported in Virginia.' 
And so on. Between the days when 
those Confederate and Confederate State 
Notes were issued in the first flush of 
hope and the last days, when victorious 
oaptors of Confederate trains played po- 
ker for millions in Confederate scrip, 
there must have been many a pang of 
annoyance and disappointment for those 
who carried fat wallets The financial 
losses of the war were thoroughly well 
distributed among the people on whom 
the waning curtency was forced, until 
the time when the verses said to have 
been written by Father Ryan became 
literally true-"Representing nothing on 
God's earth now." 

Those lines, by the way. have been for- 
gotten by most people. They were 
printed on the backs of a number of Con 1 
federate |5 bills, and the bills were sold 
as souvenirs for a trifling price at a char- 
Ity fair at Richmond after the War. Iu 
the old wallet there is one of these bills; 
the verses on the buck run like this: 
Kepreseollng nothing on dad's earth now, 
And naugst In the waters below It, 
As tha pledge of a Nation that passed away, 
Keep It, dear friend, and show It. 
•bow It to those who wUl lend an ear 
TO the tale this trifle wUl Mil 
Of Libert/ bora, of a patriot's dream,

There is a wonderful variety in this 
"passing show" of paper aconey which 
s it interesting on other than finan- 
cial grounds. With the exception of a 
primitive issue of South Carolina, about 
the most miserable in general get-up is a 
twenty five cent affair issued by the state 
of Florida. The Alabama promlssories 
of the same denomination, second series, 
1H63, bear a woful engraving of a widow 
lady with dark rings beneath her eyes. 
Georgia issued a wood-engraved article 
tb three horny -handed (white) sons of 
il in blouses, aprons and rolled up shirt 
!eves. On the other hand, some of the 
rlier issues are extremely handsome 
examples of engraving. This is notably 
the case with a three-dollar bill of the 
Planters' Bank of Tennessee, dated De 
cember 1st, 1860 The design on this 
note was probably a relic of ante bellum 
days, and the figure three on the right is 
a really noble piece of decorative engrav 
ing in the classic style. Louisiana in 
1862 seems te have afforded elaborate 
printing, but the design on her five-dollar 
bills, representing a Southern knight 
armor In the act of stabbing a Yankee 
lady who has fallen from her bicycle, 
while the eagle vainly flaps his wings 
under the knight's mailed heel, cannot be 
commended 

The Confederate States notes are, on 
the whole, poorer-looking than those of 
the iudividual states. The smaller de j 
nominations look like rough blotters, and | 
the pictures, especially poor Jeff Davis J Kuvcnut 
and Judah P. Benjamin, are decidedly gSsfnoi 
unpleasant 

But the interest in these pieces of pa 
per ia in the pathetic decline of their 
values. No more terrible lesson oo the 
power of a Government "to make money 
out of anything it pleases" can be found 
in a small space than this old wallet and 
contents— "the pledge of a Nation 
that pasted away." There was poetry 
about the passing away of that Nation; 
about the Populist's dream there is no 
golden glow of the kind, only sheer 
lunacy.

There was added to the metallic currency of the country 
last year $66, 196., 781, or 50 per cent, more than sufficient to 
"keep pace with the increase of the population." In the pre- 
ceding year, 1S94, the amount added to it was $89,184,988, or 
more than twice the amount needed for this purpose. There 
has not been a year since the repeal of the Bland Law in 
which the increase from the coinage of gold alone was not 
much more than enough to keep pace with the growth of 
population. The reduction of the money of the country and 
of that in circulation is due to the fact that the Tariff law

John G. Carlisle said in 1878: "The absolute and in- 
stantaneous destruction of one-halt the entire movable prop- 
erty ol the world would not produce anything like the distress 
and disorganization that must inevitably result from the per- 
manent annihilation of one-half of the metallic money of the 
world." And yet the Republican party has pledged itself to 
join in a conspiracy to destroy this money unless other Na- 
tions come and help us save our people. — Bryan s Buffalo 
Speech. 

Mr. Carlisle doubtless thought in 1878 that the world 
would suffer if the use of silver as a money should be sus- 
pended; but it has not been suspended, and there is no inten- 
tion by anybody that it shall be. On the contrary, the silver 
money of the world, which amounted to $2,500,000,000 in 
1878, now amounts to $4,070,500,000, and is being increased 
at the rate of over $100,000,000 a year. The silver money of 
the world has thus greatly increased since 1878. There is 
much more money in the world for each individual today than 
there was in 1878. The Republican party has not pledged 
itself to join in any conspiracy against silver, as Mr. Bryan as- 
serts, but to co-operate with those European Nations which 
have recently expressed a desire for an increase in its use. 
Every European Nation of prominence has within the past few 
years expressed a desire for international bimetallism, and the 
time is ripe for it.

Saw Fbancisco, Oct 20.— The steam- 
er Peru, which arrived from the Orient 
Monday brought the news from the 
revolution in the Philippines. The 
rebels now hold the province of Cavile, 
are well organised and have 8,000 
Mauser rifles. The Spanish troops are 
afraid to venture into the Interior un- 
til reinforcements arrive, lest the na- 
tive troops should rebel Chinese im- 
migrants have suffered heavy loss both 
of life and property. Some 100 prison- 
ers were imprisoned by the Spaniards 
in a "black hole" and 50 died in one 
night 

The timidity of the Spanish officers 
to enter Cavile give the rebel forces a 
splendid opportunity to gather in large 
numbers in the province, and to get 
formidably armed and thorougly 
ganized. When all was in readiness 
for an attack they swooped down upon 
the convent at Imus, a few miles from 
the town of Cavile, and murdered all 
the friars who could not manage to 
escape, but how many were put 
death is not known. 

The government still refrained from 
sending troops into the province, 
but four men-of-war bombarded Imi- 
nus and other places where the rebel 
forces could be detected for several 
days and the bombardment was still 
going on at the date of late advice 
the la->t advices. It docs not appc 
to have done very much damage as tl 
shells fell short and the rebels co 
tinued to hold their position. 

In the immediate neighborhood 
Manilla, but not in Manilla Itself, there 
has been much fighting, and from all 
accounts the government troops have 
been successful, but they have lost sev- 
eral of their officers, who were killed.

1,500,000 franc*. 

A large three-masted steam barge 
has sunk In the channel three miles 
east of Basket's Dock, On*. 

The gold reserve at the close of busi- 
ness Monday had declined to $191,787,- 
201. The day's withdrawals at New 
York were $884,600. 

At the Crystal Palace, London, Mon- 
day Lytton, the bicyclist, beat the 
three, four and five mile records. He 
rode five miles in nine minutes and 
sixteen seconds. 

A dispatch from Rome to the Matin 
says that the pope, in response to an 
appeal from Mgr. Azarian, Catholic 
patriarch of Armenia, has sent a large, 
sum of money for the relief of the dis- 
tressed Armenians. 

The London Dally News Tuesday 
publishes a dispatch from Parts saying 
that advices received there show that 
disorders occurred in Van, Armenia, 
on September 28 followed by a terrlblo 
massacre. No details are given. 

The National Oil Co.'s cotton mill, 
Corsicana, Tex., together with machin- 
ery, large quantity of cotton seed, 
crude and refined oil, was entirely de- 
stroyed by fire. The loss is estimated 
at $70,000, fully covered by insurance. 

One hundred and sixty-seven Armen- 
ians arrived in New York Monday on 
the steamship Obdam. They had been 
collected in Turkey and sailed from 
Boulogne, France. They are the first 
of a batch of 350 Armenians refugees to 
be sent to America. 

C. M. Smith, of San Jose, Cal., clip- 
ped 51 2-5 seconds of the world's five 
mile road record, setting the new mark 
at 10:20. The record was made over 
the Milpltaa course. The previous 
record was 11:11 2-5, held by George 
Hamlin, of the Imperial Cycling club, 
of San Francisco. 

The London Times, commenting up- 
on the state of the wheat market Tues- 
day, says that the rise in the price of 
wheat in America caused some con- 
sternation, and when the American 
opening cables were received there 
was a scene such as is not usually seen 
except in time of war. 

It is learned at the Vatican that the 
pope Is sending special instructions to 
Archbishop Martinelll, the newly ap- 
pointed apostolic delegate to the 
United States, in regard to the atti- 
tude of the Catholio clergy in America 
in the present political campaign and 
coming presidential election. 

The new masonic home at Wichita, 
Ran., recently dedicated, caught fire. 
Smoke, water and the hatchets of the 
firemen have damaged the place badly. 
Valuable masonic relics, books anil 
furniture have been practically de- 
stroyed. The origin of the fire is un- 
known. The building cost $120,000. 

The steamer Three Friends arrived 
at the St. John's bar.

KENTUCKY FOR M'KINLEY. 



Chairman Sam J. Roberts of the Re- 
publican State Executive Committee, in 
response to s telegraphic request from 
The New York Press, sent the following 
to that psper Saturday night. It is the 
first authoritative statement given out by 
the State Committee and is regarded ss a 
conservative statement of Republican 
probabilities in Kentucky.

Two Turkish Torpedo Boats Have 
Gone to the Dardanelles, 



Atuknb, Oct 90.— The Asty publishes 
a dispatch from Constantinople which 
states that the United Mutes guard- 
ship Intends to force the Dardanelles, 
and that in consequence two Turkish 
torpedo boats have gone to the Darda- 
nelles and two others to Smyrna. 

Constantinople, Oct SO. — It Is 
stated here that the United States min- 
ister, Mr. Terrell, is going to Smyrna 
to consult Rear Admiral Thomas E. 
Selfridge, who is in command of the 
squadron of United States warships 
which has rendezvoused there. 

London, Oct. 80.— The Constanti- 
nople representative of the United As- 
sociated Presses says that anxiety is 
felt regarding the condition of affairs 
at Caesaria On Friday a telegram 
was received from a prominent family 
in that town saying: "We are alive." 

The American minister has not ap- 
plied for permission for the passage of 
a guardship since last January, when 
the porte objected to the presence of 
an American vessel in the Itosphorus on 
the ground that if the permission 
should be granted to the United suites, 
the smaller nations would follow her 
example and also ask for guardshlps. 

Washington, Oct. aO.-Adm.Selfridge 
cabled the navy department Monday 
that the Marblehead left Smyrna Mon- 
day morning for Gibraltar on her way 
home, having on board all the men of 
his fleet whose terms of enlistment 
will shortly expire. The admiral's mes- 
sage contained no reference to the 
other ships of his command nor to any 
movements contemplated. The San 
Francisco and Bancroft are still with 
the flagship Minneapolis, and it is 
thought that had their mission been 
other than peaceful, he would not have 
detached the Marblehead at this time.
